Shipments of Arkansas - Okla- 
homa smokeless coal to St. Louis 
will be doubled before Jan. 1, in- 
creasing the city’s supply from 
this source from 15,000 tons a 
month to 30,000 tons, Mayor Aloys 
P. Kaufmann announced today, 


following his return from a day’s 
visit to Fort Smith, Ark., and the| 


adjoining mine fields. | 


The Arkansas supply is now’) 
about 20 per cent of the smokeless | 
coal received in St. Louis, the 
Mayor said. If the supply from 
other sources continues undi- 
minished, the Arkansas fuel will 
be about one-third of the city’s 
entire receipts of coal meeting the 
requirements of the anti-smoke 
ordinance. The Arkansas coal is 
less than 23 per cent content of 
volatile matter, the limit fixed by 
the ordinance for hand-firing use. 

With the Mayor on the trip to 
Fort Smith were James L. Ford 
Jr.. chairman of the Smoke Elimi- 
nation Committee; Roscoe C. 
Hobbs, chairman of the Wartime 
Fuel Committee, and City Smoke 
Commissioner ‘ 
They spent v 
new coal fields recently developed 
by the extension of strip mining, 
which is now furnishing a greatly 
increased output, both for use in 
that region and for shipment to 8t. 
Louis. 

Fuel Easy to Mine. 


Strip mining, which consists 
largely of scraping off the top sur- 
face and removing the coal, has 
been started at several fields in 
the Fort Smith area of Western 
Arkansas and East-Central Okla- 
homa. The steam shovels and 
other machinery in this work, the 
Mayor said, are easily obtainable 
from contractors who have com- 
pleted large Government works, in- 
cluding Army camp construction. 

One of the larger strip mines, 
the Mayor was informed, has a po- 
tential total supply of more than 
one million tons. The “over-bur- 
den” of surface dirt, removed by 
machinery, is of 30 feet depth or 
less in most of the strip fields. 

In a formal statement, Mayor 
Kaufmann said: 

“Iam greatly encouraged by the 
pledge of coal operators in Arkan- 
sas to double their present ship- 
ments to St. Louis. The increase 
will become apparent before 
the first of the year, and this, cou- 
pled with coal from all other 
sources, should meet the city’s re- 
quirements. I had a chance to 
talk with many coal operators, and 
the 
mines. I found everywhere a spirit 
of helpful co-operation.”

Six Months, After Which 100,000 a 
Month Will Be Called. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 9 (AP).— 
Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey de- 
clared last night at least six 
months more of draft must be ex- 
pected before armed service de- 
mands for man power taper off to 
maintenance levels. 

The Selective Service director 
said that he must provide 1,900,000 
to 2,100,000 men for the armed 
services in the next six months 
and that about a million of these 
men would come from pre-Pear!l 
Harbor fathers. 

He estimated the total in service 
would reach 11,300,000 by June 30, 
1944, with this number subject to 
revisions which might be forced 
by changed strategy or conditions 
of battle. 

While thus forecasting the con- 
tinued growth of the Army for 
half a year more, Hershey made 
clear to more than 1500 executives 
at the National Association of 
Manufacturers War Congress, dur- 
ing a Man-power panel discussion, 
that deferments would be harder 
to obtain. 


Our Army and Navy today com- 
prise about 10 million men, he said, 
leaving only about 13 million in 
the eligible 18-38 age group out- 
side. 

Hershey broke this group down 
into approximate totals of 3,400,- 
000 deferred for occupational rea- 
sons (1,600,000 in industry and 1,- 
800,000 in agriculture), 3,600,000 
who have been rejected, one mil- 
lion in process and five million in 
3-A—pre-Pearl Harbor fathers. 

From these groups, he said, “TI 
must furnish 1,900,000 to 2,100,000 
o the armed forces.” 

While opinion varies as to the 
physical condition of those in the 
38-A group, Hershey commented, he 
expected a million could be found 
to makt up about the half the re- 
quirements for contemplated ex- 
pansion during the next six 
months. Another 400,000 boys will 
become 18 and eligible, while pos- 
sibly 100,000 reaching age 17 will 
enlist in the Navy or Marines.

ANARCHY SWEEPING FRANCE, 
SAYS NAZI-CONTROLLED RADIO 


“People Being Killed on Every 
Street Corner, Robbery and 
Pillage Over Countryside.”

ANKARA, Dec. 9 (AP). — For- 
eign Minister Numan Menemen- 
cioglu said yesterday that Presi- 
dent Ismet Inonu’s conferences in 
Cairo with President Roosevelt 
and Prime Minister Churchill had 
led Turkey closer to the Allied 
camp. He carefully avoided .the 
natural inference that this meant 
Turkey was nearer to participa- 
tion in the war, 


Menemencioglu quoted Inonu as 
saying he “rarely had met s0 
pleasant a man as Roosevelt.” 

His statement was the first au- 
thoritative comment after Inonu’s 
return from Cairo. It had been 
eagerly awaited in the hope it 
would shed new light on where 
Turkey stands in the war.

While he told Allied and Turkish 
newspaper men that Turkey’s for- 
eign policy remained unchanged 
following the Cairo conference, 
Menemencioglu added: 

“Our conference was so intimate

Senate Wants U. S. to Pay Doctors

MOSCOW, Dec. 9 (AP).—Smash- 
ing Red Army gains which out- 
flanked the strategic Dnieper bend 
rail center of Znamenka and sev- 
ered the important Znamenka- 
Nikolaey railroad threatened the 
encirclement today of thousands 
of Germans on the west bank of 
the lower Dnieper.

Advances also 
were reported south of Korosten. 
The Nazi communique said “stub- 
born resistance” was encountered. 

(The German communique em- 
phasized the fighting in the Dnie- 
per bend where the Russians were 
reported attacking under cover of 
a dense fog. A Transocean dis- 
patch said “the battle is swaying 
to and fro” in mire caused by late, 
torrential autumn rains in the gen- 
eral area bounded by Cherkasy, 
Smela, Znamenka and Kremen- 
chug. 

(The Germans admitted “small 
penetrations” in their White Rus- 
sia lines between the Pripet and 
Berezina rivers and said the Reds

Private Tells General to ‘Get Busy 
Or Get Out of Way’; He Gets Busy

WITH THE A. E. F. IN ITALY, 
Dec, 9 (AP).—Sgt. Thomas J, Ahr 
of Minneapolis and Sgt. Ronald 
Fraser of Algoona, Ind., will al- 
ways remember Salerno, once for 
the tough fight they had there and 
once for the one-star general they 
grabbed to help out when they 
were engaged in a point-blank bat- 
tle between their 105 and two Ger- 
man tanks. 

So will Pvt. Stanley Galus of 
Buffalo, N. Y., who is alleged to 
have been the one who told the 
brigadier general to “get busy or 
get out of the way.” 

The general got busy. 

The way the boys told it the 
other day, they had lost two men 
out of their field artillery crew 
when the two Tiger tanks showed 


up down the road. The whole setup 


was touch-and-go, because the di- 
vision’s command post was just 
behind them. They had to stop the 
tanks. They were firing furiously, 
but their impromptu setup was 
letting the tail of the gun slide 
back into the muddy ditch after 
each shot when a stranger ap- 
peared in their midst. 

When two Tiger tanks are look- 
ing down your throat you do not 
take time to inspect the nearby 
brass, so the general got orders to 
get busy. He helped move the tail 
back up after each shot. They 
knocked out the two tanks with 
some nearly impossible shooting, 
one at 200 yards and one at 1750. 

“Nice work, boys,” said the gen- 
eral and departed. The cornered 
soldiers in the command post stood 
at spontaneous salute as the gun 
crew moved on down the road.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Dec. 9 (AP).—British troops 
have stormed and taken the ridge 
of Monte Croce, two and a half 
miles southwest of the summit of 
Monte Camino and are pressing on 
toward the Garigliano River a 
mile beyond, Allied headquarters 
announced today. 

Lt. Gen. Mark W. Clark’s Fifth 
Army troops, pushing down the 


western slopes of Monte Maggiore 
and Monte Camino, where they 
have breached the mountain walls 
to the valley leading to Rome, 
wiped out all by-passed enemy 
pockets except on the  north- 
western tip of the giore in- 
cline and the small village of 
Rocca Devandro nestled 
Camino, it wag stated. 

‘Farther to the northeast, Amer- 
ican troops attacked and captured 
high ground west of Venafro, de 
spite fierce resistance supported 
by heavy German artillery fire, 
and stil] farther north wiped out 
lines of Nazi pillboxes west of Fil- 
ignano, in the westward ush 
across the mountain backbone 
flanking Cassino. 


Gains By 8th Army. 


Gen. Sir Bernard L. Montgom- 
ery’s Eighth Army fought through, 
downpours to improve its positions 
in the Orsogna area, 10 miles in- 
land from the Adriatic, where both 
sides used tanks in clashes 
throughout the day \ yesterday. 
Prisoners were captured from a 
new German Alpine unit operat- 
ing in the mountain areas. 

(An Algiers radio broadcast said 
Montgomery’s men had forced a 
new crossing of the Moro River in 
this area and had advanced to 
within eight miles of Pescara, the 
Adriatic terminal of the trans.

CHUNGKING, Dec. 9 (AP).— 
The Chinese high command an- 
nounced today that its forces had 
recaptured the strategic city of 
Changteh in Hunan Province, 
which fell to the Japanese Dec. 3 
after days of bloody Tighting. 

By holding Changteh, the Japa- 
nese had controlled the important 
“rice bowl” region and _ stood 
astride the Hunan-Szechwan sup- 
ply line, one of the Chinese Army’s 
principal sources of supply. Loss 
of Changteh also had opened the 
prospect of an enemy drive on 
Changsha, capital of the province. 

A special Chinese communique 
said Chinese troops reoccupied 
Changteh at 4 o’clock this morn- 
ing after crossing the Yuan River 
in the night and breaking into the 
city through its east and west 
gates. 
ne Americans Bomb Japs. 

The recapture of Changteh was 
particularly satisfying to the Chi- 
fiese in that, by official calcula- 
tion, only about 300 men of the 
57th Division survived when the 
city was abandoned to the Japa- 
mese after a 15-day siege. 

American aircraft, which played 
@ strong part in the defense of the 
city were said to have had a hand 
in its recapture, During the siege 
while the 57th Chinese Division 
was fighting to the last ditch, the 
American flyers on several occa- 
sions dropped food and ammuni- 
tion and dispersed enemy planes 
trving to blast the Chinese from 
the smoking and bomb-pocked 
town. 

- Lt. Gen. Joseph W. Stilwell’s 
headquarters announced today 
that Mitchells with a fighter escort 
en Tuesday bombed Japanese-held 
installations in Changteh in sup- 
port of the Chinese ground troops 
moving against the city. 

U. S. Raids in Burma. 

In other activities, American 
fighter planes operating on the 
Salween front attacked railway 
equipment between Mogaung and 
Myitkyina in Northern Burma 
without loss. 

Only a few hours before the spe- 

cial communique announcing the 
Changteh success, the Chinese had 
reported recapture of Tehshan, a 
few miles to the south on the rail- 
way linking Changteh and Chang- 
#ha. Tehshan was taken by the 
Japanese Dec. 6. 
On other fronts, the Chinese 
broke into the important Japa- 
mese base of Sinyang in Southern 
Honan Province and entered the 
suburbs of Suihsien in Hupeh 
Province. A Japanese attack near 
Kingshan, 60 miles south of Suih- 
sien, was beaten back. 


Hanoi and Haiphong Raided by 
Mustangs, Japs Report. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 9 (AP). — 
Domei news agency in a Tokyo 
broadcast said a formation of 
American P-51 Mustang fighter 
planes attacked Hanoi and 
Haipong in Indo-China this morn- 
ing. The broadcast was reported 
by the Office of War Information. 


SOME ARMY OFFICERS OVER 45 
BEING DROPPED, STIMSON SAYS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (AP).— 
Because the Army has a “surplus 
of officers in certain categories,” 
the War Department is permitting 
those over 45 whose services are 
not needed to return to inactive 
status. 

Secretary of War Stimson, mak- 
ing the announcement at a news 
conference today, referred to re- 
cent predictions along this line by 
Chairman May (Dem.), Kentucky, 
of the House Military Committee, 
and said that May’s predictions 
doubtlessly resulted from an in- 
formal conference of committee 
members with a War Department 
representative last week, 

“While the total number of offi- 
cers under War Department con- 
trol is not above requirements for 
the present and the immediate 
months ahead,” Stimson said, 
“there is a certain lack of balance 
between categories of officers. At 
the present time the Army had a 
surplus of officers in certain cate- 
gories and is short in others. This 
Situation came about because of 
changing conditions, including’ a 
very material reduction in over- 
head and changes in the types of 
units required. There are officers 
who have. rendered fine and 
valued service whose services are 
not required at the present time.”

Inonu Evidently Pleased. 

Inonu arrived in Ankara yester- 
day to find an enthusiastic wel- 
come awaiting him.. From his spe- 
cial train he stepped down on a red 
carpet. A waiting crowd cheered 
and waved wildly. 

I have seen the President sev- 
eral times at public functions but 
never have I seen such a broad 
smile on his face. 

Inside the station Inonu shook 
hands one by one with a long line 
of diplomats, deputies and officers 
high in the Turkish military hier- 
archy. 

The President was expected to 
devote a full day to conferences 
with his Cabinet Ministers and 
party leaders—and perhaps the 
military as well—in order to give 
them a first-hand account of what 
occurred and what decisions were 
reached at Cairo. It was expected 
any official announcement would 
be delayed until after these talks. 

President Inonu’s trip still- is 
generally interpreted here as one 
of the final developments head- 
ing Turkey into full-scale War 
as a partner of the United Nations 
against Germany. 

Speculation on Military. 

A Turkish communique issued on 
the conference made no mention 
of military personnel or military 
disctssions at the meetings, but 
there is an understanding here 
that military men actually were 
present. (An official Cairo: an- 
nouncement said two aides-de- 
camp, wearing civilian clothes, 
formed the only military part of 
Inonu’s entourage.) 

The Turkish communique said 
Inonu’s participation in the Cairo 
talks was a “striking manifesta- 
tion of the alliance which united 
Great Britain and Turkey and the 
solid friendship between Turkey 
and the United States and Rus- 
sia.” Inonu, educated in military 
schools of Turkey, has a wide mili- 
tary background, having command- 
ed an Army corps in the First 
World War. 

There was general belief here 
that Inonu had been invited to the 
conference to discuss war plans 
for this part of the world, but a 
small group was said to maintain 
that Inont had declined to put 
Turkey on a full way footing on 
the ground it was not fully pre- 
pared and would gain nothing from 
such a step. 

The official newspaper Ulus was 
enthusiastic about the conference 
of Roosevelt, Churchill, and Pre- 
mier Stalin. It called the Teheran 
announcement a “short, virile and 
friendly document,” and added: 

“For Germany there is left the 
single choice between uncondition- 
al surrender and being beaten by 
force.” 

President Inonu returned to 
Turkish soil two days ago. When 
he reached Ankara yesterday, both 
Foreign Minister Menemencioglu 
and Premier Sukru Saracoglu- were 
with him. The Foreign Minister 
visited Cairo, but the Premier had 
joined the party after it reached 
Turkey. 

Even as Inonu’s special train 
pulled in, new German forces 
were reported to be moving into 
position along the southern Pelo- 
ponnesian coastline of Greece be- 
tween the Gulf of Nauplia and 
Kalamai., 

According to Greek reports the 
Germans evacuated almost the en- 
tire civilian population before mov- 
ing into that sector, apparently be- 
cause they feared Greek sabotage 
and spying.

coalition of the United States, 
Great Britain and the U. 8.

The English-language broad- 
cast, beamed to North America 
and recorded by United States 
Government monitors, declared 
that the “vitality and durabil- 
ity” of the alliance of the three 
nations offers “magnificent 
prospects for a stable and last- 
ing peace.” |

The newspaper said it had 
learned that the situation was des- 
perate in the Bulgarian army, with 
many soldiers deserting to the 
Greek and Yugoslav guerrilla 
forces,

lin quoted a foreign office spokes- 
man as saying that Germany : till 
has a non-aggression pact with 
Turkey and. expected to make no 
comment on the Inonu-Roosevelt- 
Churchill talks until the Turks 
make some move or declaration. 

Reports reaching Sweden also 
said the Germans had ordered the

EIGHT KILLED IN EXPLOSION 
AT GULFPORT (MISS,) PLANT 


GULFPORT, Miss., Dec. 9 (AP). 
~—Eight persons were killed, an- 
other critically burned, and three 
others injured today in an explo- 
sion and fire at the Phoenix Naval 
Stores, Inc., plant, five miles north 
of here, 

Company officers estimated prop- 
erty damage at $250,000. The dead 
are one white and seven Negroes. 
Another Negro man was taken to 
a Gulfport Hospital, not expected 
to live. The plant manufactures 
turpentine, rosin, pine oil and oth- 
er inflammable supplies. 


U.S. STILL TOFACE 
DECISIVE TESTS, 
STIMSON ASSERTS 


‘Neither in Europe or Pa- 
cific Have Our Forces 
Met Main Masses of 


Enemy Troops.’ 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (AP).— 
The progress achieved in two years 
“every 
reason for encouragement and 
hope,” Secretary of War Stimson 
said today, but he warned that 
“the great decisive tests” are yet 
to come, 

He told a news conference: 

“Not until the continent of 
Europe is invaded, and we have 
met face to face the remaining 
masses of the German troops—not 
until our Navy has grappled with 
the powerful home fleet of the 
Japanese, can we say that we are 
passing through the period of 
drag of this war and approaching 
its finish.” 

Stimson explained the “period of 
the drag” was a reference to a 
summary of the war's outlook that 
he had presented to a news con- 
ference just after Pearl Harbor. 
He then had divided the war into 
three phases—the onset, the drag 
and the finish—commenting that in 
the first it was inevitable that the 
free governments should be at a 
disadvantage, but that during the 
two succeeding periods, “when it 
becomes the contest of endurance, 
the democracies win their victories 
and win the war.” ‘ 

Today Stimson pointed out that 
the first year was devoted to de- 
fensive operations and trying to 
halt advances of the enemy. Then, 
he said, we opened the second year 
with “a very daring and very lucky 
attack and landing on the coasts 
of North Africa” and succeeded, 
with the British, in wresting initia- 
tive from the Axis powers of Eu- 
rope. 

But he emphasized that the fight- 
ing to date was that of a “perime- 
ter nature,” that neither in 
Europe nor the Pacific have our 
ground forces met the main mass- 
es of enemy troops. At this point 
he paid tribute to Russia as “the 

nly one of the Allies which has 

ncountered the main force of 
Germany.” 

“In the light of this brief sum- 
mary, Stimson said, “I do not think 
that we Americans can say that 
our military forces have more than 
entered upon the second period of 
the war, the period of drag, when 
the weight of combat and of losses 
bears heavily on the forces en- 
gaged.” / 

On the home front, Stimson add- 
ed, “We cannot say that we have 
even reached the period of the 
drag or its danger to our morale.” 

Referring to the recent British- 
American-Russian meeting at Te- 
heran, he praised Premier Joseph 
Stalin and Marshal Klementi Vor- 
oshiloy of the Soviet Union as 
having “contributed mightily to the 
success of the conference.” 

“Stalin’s powers of lucid analy- 
sis,” Stimson added, “and the fair- 
ness of his attitude contributed 
strongly to the solution of several] 
long-standing problems.” 


JAP STAMPS SHOW ‘VICTORIES’ 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (AP), — 
The Japanese are using postage 
stamps to boast about their “vic- 
tories.”

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Jap Propaganda Sinks or Damages 
31 Battleships; U. §. Has Only 27 


Tokyo Report Puts Own Losses at One Bat- 
tleship, Two Carriers, Three Cruisers, 
22 Destroyers. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (AP).— 
Japanese war claims, invariably 
highly-colored for home consump- 
tion, reached the realm of the fan- 
tastic today with an Imperial 
Headquarters assertion that Japa- 
nese naval forces had sunk or dam- 
aged 31 Allied battleships, 39 air- 
craft carriers and 148 cruisers since 
the beginning of the war in the 
Pacific. 

The assertion, relayed by the Ber- 
lin radio, was coupted with a pre- 
diction by Premier Hideki Tojo 
that 1944 “will be our year to win,” 
tempered by a warning that “the 
war cannot be won easily” and an 
appeal to the Japanese people to 
be ready to endure every hardship 
to attain victory. 


He characterized as “dream talk” 
the recent Cairo agreement of 
President Roosevelt, Prime Minis- 
ter Churchill and Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek to crush Japan 
and strip it of its empire. 

The Tokyo radio used the name 
of Emperor Hirohito as authority 
for saying the bulk of the United 
States Pacific Fleet was “de- 
stroyed” in the Gilbert Islands 
area, 

U. 8. Pacific Fleet “Nonexistent.” 

According to the Japanese claims, 
the United States Navy is virtually 
nonexistent. 

The total battleship strength of 
the United States hag been held 
secret to avoid giving information 
to the enemy, but latest available 
figures indicate that at no time has 
America had more than 26 or 27 
such craft available, including at 
least three old battleships which no 
longer are considered available for 
first-line duty. At least three and 
possibly four of the h«**'eships 
have been completed in 1943. 

The United States hus not 
acknowledged the loss of any bat- 
tleships in the war since the Ari- 
zona, Oklahoma, California, Ne- 
vada and West Virginia were 
either sunk or rendered uselees in 
the Dec. 7, 1941, attack on Pearl 
Harbor. 

Great Britain lost two battle- 
ships, the Prince of Wales and the 
Repulse, off Malaya in the early 
stages of the Pacific war. 

27 Carriers Also “Sunk.” 

The Japanese communique 
boasted that these vessels had 
been sunk outright: 

Eighteen battleships, 27 aircraft 
carriers, 92 cruisers, 79 destroyers, 
107 submarines, six other warships 
“of unidentified type,” four special 
ships, eight gunboats, seven mine- 
sweepers, 25 torpedo boats and 31 
other war vessels. 

In addition, the communique 
listed as damaged 13 battleships, 
12 aircraft carriers, 56 cruisers, 47 
destroyers, three submarines, five 
ships of unidentified type, two 
special ships, six gunboats, one 
minesweeper, three torpedo boats 
and 26 minor war vessels, 


On top of this claim the Japa- 
nese piled the assertion they had 
sunk 688 AlHed merchant vessels 
and damaged 1260. Allied plane 
losses were put at 5158. 

Tokyo’s Figures on Own Losses. 

In accordance with their * cus- 
tomary practice of minimizing 
their own casualties, the Japanese 
gave their own losses as follows, 

Sunk—One battleship, two air- 
craft carriers, three cruisers, 22 
destroyers, 11 submarines and two 
special ships. | 

Damaged — One battleship and 
two aircraft carriers, five destroy- 
ers and five submarines. 

Ninety-six other Japanese ves- 
sels have been lost, headquarters 
said, but it did not identify them. 

The announcement put Japa- 
nese air losses at 1203 planes— 
which it said had “crash-dived on 
enemy objectives.” 

American man power losses in 
the South Pacific were given by 
Tokyo as 144,000 dead or wounded 
and 413,000 captured — a _ figure 
grotesquely in excess of officially 
announced United States losses in 
all theaters since the start of the 
war.

RAYBURN APPEALS 
FOR UNITY, WARNS 


UF OVEROPTIMISM 


Disparages Talk War 
Will Be Short, Says 
Postwar Problems Can 
Be Settled Later. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (AP).— 
Speaker Sam Rayburn appealed to 
the country today for unity instead 
of complaints and asserted that the 
international problems of the post- 
war period could be trusted to the 
brains and patriotism of the Ameri- 
can people, 

In a speech which won him a 
standing ovation from House 
Democrats and Republicans, he dis- 
paraged talk that the war would 
be short and called for the “work 
and love and loyalty of every pa- 
triot” to preserve freedom in the 
world. 

He said bluntly that there are 
some groups “who are thinking 
more of their position after the 
war than they are of winning the 


war.” 

In bitter terms, he assailed dis- 
cussion of such questions as Brit- 
ish diplomatic moves, Russia's po- 
sition in the postwar world, ra- 
tioning, and the wisdom of moves 
by the country’s war chiefs. 

He asserted that talk of British 
outmaneuvering this country in 
diplomatic discussions at the peace 
table was a “reflection on Ameri- 
can manhood and womanhood.” 

Such talk, he contended, is an in- 
timation that “we haven't got pa- 


triotism and brains enough to sit 


to United States forces in the south ‘down at the peace table with any-

The Ministry said the admis- 
sions were made by Japanese Army 
and Navy authorities in a state- 
ment issued to explain to Japanese 
overseas “the true state of affairs 
in regard to fighting in the South 
Pacific.”

VOTES INCREASED 
RATES ON WINES 


Ratifies House Boosts on 
Jewelry but Modifies 
Some of Higher Excise 
Levies. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (AP).— 
The Senate Finance Committee 
knocked a proposed 5 per cent tax 
on race-track betting from the fast 
dwindling revenue bill today, re- 
ducing estimated receipts under the 
measure to $1,922,700,000. 

The House wrote in the levy on 
pari-mutuel wagering on the theory 
it would be paid “by those who 
can afford to bet,” but heavy pres- 
sure was applied against it by 
states which permit race track op- 
eration. The levy had been esti- 


mated good for $27,500,000 a year. |° 


Over the protests of amusement 
interests, the committee approved 
doubling the existing admission 
tax, raising the rate to 2 cents for 
each 10 cents of admission charge 
or fraction thereof, as previously 
voted by the House. 

Jewelry Tax. 

Also ratified was the House in- 
crease on jewelry, from 10 to 20 
per cent of the retail price. The 
Senate committee, however, ex- 
empted from the increase watches 
selling for less than $65 and alarm 
clocks retailing for less than $5. 
Such timepieces, however, remain 
subject to the 10 per cent rate. 

Following up its approval yester- 
day of House-voted increases in 
the taxes on beer and whisky, the 
committee sanctioned boosts of 50 
to 100 per cent in the rates on 
wines. 

Under these increases, still wines 
containing less than 14 per cent 
alcohol will go up from 10 cents 
on a gallon to 15 cents: 14 to 21 
per cent wines from 40 cents to 
60 cents, and those over 21 per 
cent from $1 to $2. Sparkling wines 
were increased from 10 cents on a 
half pint to 15 cents and some 
other wines from 5 cents on a 
half pint to 10 cents. 

The net revenue losses from all 
of the morning’s actions was esti- 
mated at $26,400,000, for a cumula- 
tive reduction of $216,600,000. As 
it now stands, the new tax bill 
would bring in less than one-fifth 
of the $10,500,000,000 asked for by 
Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau., 

Vacuum Cleaners Exempted. 

The committee exempted vacuum 
cleaners from the existing 10 per 
cent tax on electrical appliances. 
However, since vacuum cleaners 
aren't being manufactured, this 
appeared something of a “so-what” 
move. 

Provision was made to continue 
the exemption of the Red Cross 


from certain excise taxes, particu- | 


larly those on communications, on 
the theory it is a Federal instru- 
mentality.

HIGH WINDS AND FIRES CAUSE

GANG KILLED THO 


Murdered Hoodlums Said 


to Have Posed as 
Agents, Extorted Mon- 
ey From Taverns. 


Police investigating Tuesday’s 
machine-gun murder of Norman 
Farr and Harley Grizzell near 
Caseyville, St. Clair County, are 
pursuing a new line of inquiry, on 
the theory that members of the 
notorious Shelton gang might have 
killed the two East Side hoodlums 
for posing as Shelton agents and 
extorting money from »tavern op- 
erators and storekeepers in south- 


ern and central Illinois. 

Farr and Grizzell, former con- 
victs, had “a thousand enemies,” 
police said, adding that their ene- 
mies included members of the 
Shelton gang, which has been op- 
erating from headquarters’ in 
Peoria, Ill. 

Although Farr and Grizzell at 
one time were hangers-on of the 
Shelton gang, they never ranked 
as full-fledged members, and there 
were rumors that the two “had a 
falling out with the gang,” police 
reported. Linked with this were 
reports received by St, Clair Coun- 
ty deputies to the effect that Farr 
and Grizzell, posing as gang col- 
lectors, had been extorting 10 per 
cemt of juke box receipts from 
small business men. 


Other Theories Being Checked. ; 


The Shelton gang theory did not 
rule out two other lines of police 
inquiry, however. One.of these 
was the possibility that Farr and 
Grizzell were murdered in reprisal 
for the machine-gun killing last 
February of William P. (Dinty) 
Colbeck, leader of the old Egan 
gang. 

St. Louis police were inclined to 
this theory, suggesting that asso- 
ciates of Colbeck, suspecting Farr 
and Grizzell of having had a hand 
in killing Colbeck, sent emissaries 
who ingratiated themselves with 
East Side hoodlums, learned of the 
movements of Farr and Grizzell, 
and plotted their murder. 


‘Blackie’ Armes Surrenders. 


Monroe (Blackie) Armes, a Shel- 
ton gangster, who has been sought 
since the shooting, surrendered to- 
day to St. Clair County Deputy 
Sheriffs. Underworld sources told 
police a few days ago that Armes 
was implicated with Farr and Griz- 
zell in the killing of Colbeck. 
Armes was taken to Belleville for 
questioning. 

‘In both the Colbeck killing and 
the murder of Farr and Grizzell, 
the victims, riding in automobiles, 
were overtaken by killers who 
opened fire with Thompson subma- 
chine guns. A _  copper-jacketed 
bullet taken from Farr’s body was 
to be sent to the ballistics labora- 
tory of the St. Louis Police De- 
partment today, where its rifling 
marks will be compared with those 
on the bullets that killed Colbeck. 

Still another police theory is that 
the murder of Far? and Grizzell 
was linked with a $66,500 burglary 
last January at the George R. 
Cummings Jr. Co., 2549 Sullivan 
avenue. This burglary was com- 
mitted by associates of Farr and 
Grizzell, and Grizzell at one time 
was under a Federal charge of vi- 
olating the national stolen property 
act in handling part of the lott, but 
the warrant was dismissed for lack 
of evidence, The greatest part of 
a loot has never been accounted 

or. 


Four Men Waited for Farr. 


Farr’s wife, Mrs. Laverne Farr, 
who lives at 1000 North Ejighty- 
ninth street, near East St. Louis, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter four 
men came to her home about a 
month ago and waited for her hus- 
bands for two hours. One of the 
men “‘got a_ little tough” and 
threatened to strike her, she said. 
When Farr returned, he took her 
to a number of taverns on a search 
for the men, but she never saw 
the men again, she said.

Another Carolinian Joins 
Bailey in Secession 
Threat — ‘South Tired 
Being Kicked Around.’ 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (AP).— 
With the assertion that “now it’s 
for us to do some purging,” Sena- 
tor Ellison D. (Cotton Ed) Smith 
of South Carolina sought speaking 
time in the Senate today to wave 
anew the banner of an independent 
Southern Democratic party. 

Smith is dean of the Senate as 
he has been a member for 35 
years, He told a reporter he thought 
the South was “ripe” for the for- 
mation of a new political party of 
iis own—a threat voiced earlier 
in the week by Senator Bailey 
(Dem.), North Carolina, 

“The South is sick and tired of 
being kicked around in the Demo- 
cratic party,” Smith said. “I be- 
lieve Senator Bailey hits the nail 
on the head when he says we could 
form our own Democratic party 
and hold the balance of power in 
the electoral college.” 

Smith, one of several Senators 
the administration unsuccessfully 
marked for defeat in the 1938 pri- 
maries, said he thought it was 
time some changes were made in 
the controlling faction of the Dem- 
ocratic party. 

“Harry Hopkins seems to be the 
chief cook and bottle washer of 
the party and I don’t like his cook- 
ing,” Smith added. 

If the South Carolinian succeeds 
in getting his views before the Sen- 
ate, he may touch off another 
round of rough and tumble debate 
such as that of Tuesday when Sen- 
ator Byrd (Dem.), Virginiaa, de- 
manded that Senator Guffey 
(Dem.), Pennsylvania, retract his 
charge that Southern Democrats 
had joined with Republicans in an 
attempt to keep service men from 
voting in the 1944 presidential elec- 
tion by killing the administration's 
war ballot bill. 

Guffey has offered his resigna- 
tion as chairman of the Democratic 
Senatorial Campaign Committee—a 
move that Byrd demanded—but 
has not publicly withdrawn his 
charges that the Southerners 
joined in an “unholy alliance” with 
the Republicans to push through 
the Senate a substitute measure by 
which the states would be called 
on to facilitate voting by uniformed 
personnel. 

Guffey'’s resignation, first of- 
fered about two months ago but 
tater tentatively withdrawn, is ex- 
pected to be acted on next week. 
Among those mentioned as a pos- 
sible successor are O’Mahoney 
(Dem.), Wyoming,’ and Hatch 
(Dem), New Mexico. 

The Senate campaign chairman-

“It may cause some shift in the 
type of our imports, but the in- 
dustrialization of South America, 
for example, should make more 
customers for American products, 
putting purchasing power in the 
pockets of millions of underprivi- 
leged who never were customers 
before.” 

Title of Witherow’s speech be- 
fore the second session of the 
N. A. M.’s three-day conference 
was, “Every Hottentot a Capital- 
ist.” 

Before the N, A. M. convention 
in December, 1942, Witherow had 
said: “I am not fighting for a 
quart of milk for every Hottentot, 
or for a TVA on the Danube, or 
for governmental] handouts of free 
Utopia.” 


of concern” 
Witherow continued: 


“You see, the answer to the Hot- 
tentot’s dilemma is that we would 
make him a capitalist, capable of 
producing for his own welfare and 
security and contributing to the 
welfare of his own and other coun- 
tries.” 

Witherow said the real answer 
was to help the Hottentot find “the 
way to a better"life; don’t try to 
give it to him.” 

Calls for Trade Realism. 

He said business men should 
learn there must be something ap- 
proaching balance if world trade 
were to be &@ success. - 

“To help create that balance,” 
he said, “let us not fool ourselves 
too long with the idea that for- 
eign debts are going to be retired 
dollar for dollar, as we hoped for 
15 years after the last war.” 

Witherow gaid trade realism 
would “cause us to do three things 
quickly after this war: 

“1, Provide funds for emer- 
gency relief of distressed na- 
tions. 

“2. Early stop of lend-lease for 
postwar purposes. 

“8. Agree on a settlement of 
past lend-lease on a basis that is 
possible of liquidation, thereby 
taking the uncertainty of these 
obligations out of the trade pic- 
ture.” 

Plan for “Better America.” 

An industry plan for a “better 
America” was outlined by Freder- 
ick C, Crawford, president of the 
N. A. M., who said “we intend to 
run business for the benefit of 
America.” 

Crawford, while clinging to N. A. 

M.’s usual demands for freedom of 

enterprise, also proposed: 

The highest: attainable standard 

of living. 

The fullest degree of economic 

security. 

, The maximum opportunity for 

productive and remunerative’ em- 

ployment, :

_ Crawford, president of Thomp- 

son Products, Inc., of Cleveland, 

told the business executives the 

war output of American industry 

had so restored confidence in busi- 


‘ness leadership that management 


had an opportunity to assume lead- 
ership for the postwar area. 
.“We are the managers of pro- 
duction,” Crawford declared. “Jobs 
in the better America require a full 
measure of production. Today the 
American people are looking to 
business management for leader- 
ship. No longer will criticism do. 
No longer can we be negative. To- 
day we must have a positive plan 
and act, under a banner, to lead 
the American people.” 

H. W. Prentis Jr., president of 
the Armstrong Cork Co., called on 
industry to 
hold” on private business of “those 
who seek to undermine the gov- 
ernmental system under which 
America has grown great” — 
Prentis declared Congress is 
“the only dependable defense line” 
between the American people and 
“national socialism.” 

The “national socialism” tag 
was hung on “statements of Mr. 
Berle, assistant secretary of state, 
in reference to the desirability of 
procuring productive capital from 
governmental instead of private 
sources.” 

Prentis also attacked “the radi- 


National Economic Committee and 
the socialistic recommendations of 
the President’s National Resources 
Planning Commission, and _ the 
monetary plans advanced by Alvin 
}Hansen, economic adviser to the 
Federal Reserve Board. 

Prentis said the N. A. M. “Better 
America” committee which he 
heads was preparing studies of: 

“The vital importance of private 
capital formation in order to pre- 
vent the advent of national social- 
ism in the postwar years. ' 

“A proper scheme of taxatio 
designed to preserve individual in- 
centive, ' 

“The importance of sanely -or- 
ganized labor relations. 

“The importance of providing 
opportunity for every individual 
to safeguard his own future... 
sound social security. 

“The vital necessity of curbing 
bureaucracy through the revival 
of local responsibility for local af- 
fairs.” 

He asserted it is management's 
job to present to the nation its 
case for perpetuation of “the free 
institutions that we have until re- 
cently so complacently enjoyed.” 
close self-addressed, stamped en-

Devastation ‘by Reich Cities. 

Air Vice Marshal R. H. M. 8, 
Saundby, deputy chief of the R. A. 
F. Bomber Command, said yester- 
day that one-fourth of th» total 
area of German cities which have 
been pounded by Allied bombs has 
been devastated. 

Millions of buildings have been 
smashed and that modern life no 
longer is possible in Hamburg, 
Duesseldorf, Cologne and other 
great production centers, Saundby 
said, 

He asserted that of the 17 major 
northwest German cities blasted, 
nine were so severely shattered 
they were now liabilities, not as- 
sets, to' the Nazis. 

Saundby said that since the in- 
ception of the path-finder bomb- 


ing method, such industrial towns 
as Barmen, Wuppertal, Elberfeld, 
Krefeld and others had been vir- 
tually destroyed in single attacks, 
Rate of Losses Dropping. 

Saundby said recent attacks on 
Germany had reached the terrific 
rate of 120 tons of bombs per 
square mile per hour—80 times the 
intensity of the heaviest Nazi raid 
on London. 

Countering German reports that 
huge numbers of American and 
British bombers have been shot 
down over Germany, Saundby said’ 
“the number missing out of every 
100 dispatched to targets in Ger- 
many steadily has decreased.”

CAIRO, Dec. 9 (AP). — Field 
Marshal Jan Christian Smuts, 
Prime Minister of the Union of 
South Africa, left by plane for 
South Africa today. He conferred 
with Prime Minister Churchill and 
President Roosevelt in the course 
of their conferences with Turkish 
President Ismet Inonu.

Nikolai Tikhonov, Leningrad’s

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DELEGATES ARGUE 
OVER WHETHER 10 
REGORD DEBATES 


Question Discussed on 15 
of 45 Days of Conven- 
tion Session — No De- 
cision Reached.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 9, — 
Delegates to the Constitutional 
Convention for the sixteenth time 
took up today the momentous 
question of whether their debates 
on the proposed changes in the 


Constitution should be recorded 
and preserved for posterity. 

On 15 of the 45 session days of 
the convention thus far, the ques- 
tion had been considered in one 
form or another without a solu- 
tion and on several of these days 
the debate on it occupied practi- 
cally the entire session. 

After 15 days’ consideration the 
convention adopted a motion to de- 
fer action until Wednesday. 

Some delegates favor recording 
the speeches; some are opposed to 
it. Some of those favoring the re- 
cording want it done by - ste- 
nographers, others want it done by 
electrical transcription, while oth- 
ers favor the stenotype system. 
Some merely want the debates re- 
corded without having them tran- 
scribed until some future time, 
while others want immediate tran- 
scription so they can have the 
copies within 48 hours. 

The inability of the delegates to 
settle this question, which has 
caused hours of arguments, inter- 
spersed with every parliamentary 
device and trick, has resulted in 
much criticism of the convention 
by some of the delegates and by 
onlookers. 

Committee Recommendation. 

The prolonged debate started 
Sept. 28, when the Committee on 
Rules recommended that the con- 
vention go on record in favor of 
a complete report of its proceed- 
ings. This recommendation was re- 
jected, but the convention in- 
structed the Committee on Print- 
ing to ascertain the cost of the 
proposal. 

On Oct. 14 the committee re- 
ported it had three bids from re- 
porting services, one for $400 a 
day, one for $1190 a week, and one 
for $250 a day with certain extra 
charges. 

The following day the conven- 
tion adopted a motion directing 
the committee to ascertain the 
cost of reporting only the debates 
On proposed changes in the Con- 
stitution. 

Oct. 27, the committee brought 
in rather complicated bids on this. 

The following day the conven- 
tion voted against reporting any 
proceedings except the debates, 
and deferred further action until 
Nov. 2 when it again deferred 
action until Nov. 3. 

Committee Discharged. 

Then it voted against reporting 
the debates, laid on the table a 
motion to reconsider that action, 
discharged the committee and 
ordered that all further consider- 
ation of the matter be dropped. 

That would have seemed to 
settle the question, but, no, up to 
that time the convention had only 
considered stenographic reports, 
and on Nov. 10 Delegate Omer E. 
Brown of Ozark presented a reso- 
lution instructing the committee, 
which had been discharged, to 
consider the feasibility of electrical 
transcription of the debates on 
discs, 

Hullverson’s Proposal.

He said Fred M. Vinson, eco- 
nomic stabilization director, a fel- 
low Kentuckian, who rejected the 
Wage increase agreement reached 
between the railroads and the 
brotherhoods, was “a warm per- 
sonal friend,” whose “good faith 
and integrity” could not be ques- 
tioned.

As the Senate opened debate on 
an administration-denounced reso- 
lution to approve the increase, 
Ellender took the floor to say: 

“If this resolution is passed and 
signed by the President it will be 
the first serious step taken to 
break the line. 

“We might as well abolish the 
War Labor Board and all such 
Government agencies and let na- 
ture take its course.” 

The resolution was sponsored by 
Senator Truman (Dem.), Missouri, 
after Vinson had vetoed the 
eight-cent award. 

When Truman called the reso- 
lution up for Senate action, El- 
lender raised an immediate pro- 
test. 

“We have established agencies 
to pass upon these problems,” said 
Ellender. “For Congress now to 
take hold would open the door to 
every other special group that de- 
sires a raise in wages or prices. 

“My plea is to postpone action 
until Congress decides whether to 
keep on holding the line by way of 
subsidies.”

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GENERAL DESCRIBES || * 
FIGHT ON MAGGIORE} —

WITH THE UNITED STATES 
FIFTH ARMY, Dec. 8 (Delayed) 
(AP). — A gray-haired Brigadier 
General, an old infantry man him- 
self, declared today that the dough- 
boys’ capture of La Difensa and 
Maggiore mountains on the road 
to Rome was one of the greatest 
achievements of the infantry in 
this war. 

The battle of Lookout Mountain, 
he said, could not be compared 
to the fight which began five days 
ago and ended with the American 
troops holding the great mass 
which overlooks the Mignano-Cas- 
sino road and the valley beyond. 

“Pile three Lookout Mountains 
on top of each other,” he said, 
“and you get an idea of what those 
boys did. I haven’t seen anything 
to compare with this operation.” 

The attack began on Maggiore 
and La Difensa on the morning of 
Dec. 3 with the heaviest artillery 
barrage of the Italian campaign. 
On top of these two great masses, 
the Germans were able to observe 
the movements of the Allied troops. 

After the attack began, rain fell 
to make the operations even more 
difficult for the Americans. 

“The roads were terrible,” the 
General said, “and it was a dis- 
heartening thing to see some of 
the supply dumps we built up with 
so much effort wiped out by enemy 
artillery fire.” 

“The general attack caught the 
Germans by surprise, They were 
expecting us to attack but didn’t 
think we would move when we did, 
The initial phase went well right 
up the slopes of Difensa, and two 
units were on the peak and spread 
over Maggiore before the Germans 
realized they were there. 

“Our boys dug in during the 
night and the next morning went 
after them in hand-to-hand fight- 
ing to clean them out of caves, 
dugouts and pillboxes, There were 
a lot of snipers, well concealed, 
and they had to be found one by 
one, It took the doughboys four 
days to get them out, 


“No one can imagine the terrain

WFA Chief Against 60-Day Delay. 

The earlier suggestions for a 60- 
day delay drew fire from farm 
bloc spokesmen, and also from '§ 
War Food Administrator Marvin 
Jones, who said delay might 
hinder farmers in planning their 
1944 crop programs. 

Jones is wrestling now with the 
probsem of whether to announce 
farm product support prices for 
1944 or await settlement of the 
subsidy debate. 

Farmers have no idea yet as to 
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what prices they can expect except 
in the case of a very few products. 
As a consequence most of them 
are awaiting an announcement of 
the WFA's price support program 
before making definite crop plans. 

Jones could go ahead now and 
announce farm support or mini- 
mum prices. He has told Con- 
gress that farmers should get 
somewhat higher prices for some 
commodities than they got this 
year because of increased produc- 
tion costs arising from the war. 

Subsidies or Higher Ceilings, 

A price support program now 
pending before the WFA would 
involve guarantees to farmers of 
prices, in the case of some com- 
modities, above government price 
ceilings. Jones desires to make 
up this difference in government 
subsidies. The farm bloc in and 
out of Congress is opposed to such 
subsidies. It demands, instead, 
that price ceilings be increased to! 
cover the WFA support prices. 

If Jones announced his support | 
program now, the only question | 
left would be whether farm price 
guarantees above ceilings would 
be absorbed through subsidies or 
through an upward adjustment in 
ceilings. 

Prospects are that the Senate | 
Banking Committee, nearing the 
end of two weeks of hearings on

Hull Indicates Policy Is 
Same as Britain’s: More 
Help to Partisans Than 
to Chetniks. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (AP).— 
Secretary of State Hull indicated 
today that the United States Gov- 
ernment fully agrees with the 
British attitude of supporting the 
Yugoslav Partisan forces more 


than the troops of Gen. Draja Mi- 
hailovic. 

Hull said it was the policy of all 
Allied governments to furnish sup- 
plies to any Yugoslav group effec- 
tively fighting the Germans. The 
British, he added, announced that 
policy as late as yesterday. 

In the House of Commons yes- 
terday, Minister of State Richard 
K. Law said that the bulk of Bri- 
tish aid to Yugoslavia was going 
to the Partisans because they were 
fighting the Nazis more than the 
rival Chetnik forces under Mihai- 
lovic. The Partisans are command- 
ed by Gen. Josip (Tito) Broz. 

Hull said that so far as Ameri- 
can supplies are concerned, we 
haven't come to the question of 
the mechanics of lend-lease but 
that transportation problems did 
not affect the question of policy. 

Meanwhile, it was learned unof- 
ficially that the American attitude 
is one of hands off Yugoslav po- 
litical tangles while backing the 
Partisans in their fight against the 
Germans. 

It is known that the American 
Government intends to continue 
dealing officially with King Peter’s 
Yugoslav Government - in - exile 
at Cairo. Mihailovic is Minister of 
War in Peter’s cabinet. 

However, it is clear that the 
United States intends to give mili- 
tary support to Gen. Broz regard- 
less of political tangles and it is 
known that this Government has 
its own sources of information on 
Yugoslavia. 


PARTISANS BATTLE: 
REINFORCED NAZIS 


LONDON, Dec. 9 (AP).—Yugo- 
siav Partisans fought stubbornly 


to check Marshal Erwin Rommel’s 
new offensive in Bosnia today as 
the Germans threw fresh troops 
into their drive to crush the guer- 
rilla forces, a radio communique 
from Gen. Josip (Tito) Broz's 
headquarters said. 

The communique reported that 
the campaign was costing the Ger- 
mans heavily in men and said that 
the Yugoslavs had launched an 
offensive of their own in the Idia 
sector in Slovenia, 23 miles from 
Ljubljana and the site of Europe’s 
second largest mercury mines.

The Lea bill would extend Fed- 
eral regulation to all air naviga- 
tion and air commerce, and con- 
tains provisions against State reg- 
ulation of air carriers, air con- 
tractors or foreign air carriers. 
The Reece measure would restrict 
Federal regulation of air com- 
merce to interstate and foreign 
commerce, and would place no bar- 
riers against state regulation of 
air carriers, domestic or foreign. 


Opposition Contentions. 


The chief opposition to the Lea 
bill is coming from Republicans in 
the House, from the watchdogs of 
states’ rights. It is significant in 
this connection to note that the 
minority group in the House In- 
terstat# Commerce Committee that 
drafted the Reece bill is composed 
of seven Republicans and only two 
Democrats. : 

It is pointed out by these states 
rights guardians that Section Four 
of the Lea measure provides, in 
part: “The United States of 
America is hereby declared to 
possess and exercise complete ‘and 
exclusive national sovereignty, In 
the air space above the United 
States... .” This, it is contend- 
ed. clearly shows that it is the 
intention of the bill’s adherents to 
utterly “destroy” the states’ right 
to regulate civil aviation. 

It is further contended that the 
effect of the Lea bill would be to 
take away the authority of the 
states to regulate intrastate air 
commerce, including certificates of 
operation, rates and other matters 
normally subject to state regula- 
tion of intrastate operations of 
public utilities; would deprive the 
states of the right to make rules 
for the safety of air transportation 
purely within the State; would bar 
states from providing for safety 
at airports and approaches, and 
would prohibit states from taxing 
airline companies. 


Denial by Supporters. 


For the most part these conten- 
tions are denied by the Lea bill 
supporters, who maintain that the 
bill's provisions are being misread 
and misinterpreted by opponents. 
For example, Section 802 (c) of 
the Lea measure, on the subject 
of taxation, directs the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board to consult with 
State and local authorities with a 
view to developing means of elim- 
inating and avoiding multiple tax- 
ation of the air industry. 

It adds that the multiple taxa- 
tion referred to is “that which has 
the effect of unduly burdening or 
unduly impeding the development 
of air commerce, which taxation 
is hereby declared to be incon- 
sistent with the public interest.” 

The minority group in the House 
Committee headed by Reece re- 
ported that this language proves 
“that the committee bill (Lea) in- 
tends to prevent the State and 
local authorities from having any 
power to tax the air industry.” 
The Lea bill proponents say that 
it means no such thing. It is 
merely intended, they state, to pre- 
vent a duplication of taxation that 
would mulct the airlines unfairly. 

Similarly, those behind the Lea 
bill deny emphatically that the 
measure would deprive the states 
of the right to regulate intrastate 
commerce, .or that it would bar 
them from safety control within 
the state. The bill, on the con- 
trary, they assert, would still per- 
mit the states to build, administer

Their planning is 
reduced to a minimum, while their 
field commanders are expected to 
use their own initiative to exploit 
instantly new oppogtunities, with- 
out reference back’ to the higher 
command. 

If units are held up by unexpect- 
ed obstacles or resistance, instead 
of waiting to telephone back for 
special types of support or equip- 
ment, Russian troops are expected 
instantly to improvise means of 
overcoming the trouble. 

On the other hand, western 
armies have been built up on a 
completely opposite theory. Theirs 
is a system of preplanning, de- 
vised, perhaps rightly, to achieve 
limited successes, with minimum 
casualties, rather than to permit 
swift advantage being taken of 
sudden opportunities or to meet 
sudden demands.

Jap Planes Attacked U. S. Carriers 
From Sunset Till After Midnight 


Marshalls’ Raiding Force Lighted by Moon 
and Flares—Men Tense, Waiting for Blows 
That Didn’t Connect.

HIS large carrier force, whose planes sank two Japanese cruisers 
and four other vessels yesterday in a big raid on the enemy's mid- 
Pacific Marshalls, has just finished beating off a night attack of 


seven and a half hours by between 45 and 50 heavy torpedo-carrying 


bombers. 


We had knifed into the Mar- 
shalls and struck Kwajalein atoll 
where Roi airdrome is located. We 
hit Kwajalein hard, setting four 
Japanese cargo ships and two 
cruisers afire and leaving them 
sinking. 

The dozen enemy planes which 
took to the air promptly were shot 
down. 

Before noon, we opened our deck 
and took aboard our returning tor- 
pedo and dfve bomber planes with 
their Hellcat fighter escort, then 
launched a new air combat patrol. 

We knew that we had stirred up 
a hornet’s nest in the Marshalls 
and that the Japanese would throw 
everything available at us. How- 
ever, none of us guessed at its 
intensity. 

Opening Attack. 

Two minutes past noon, low fly- 
ing torpedo planes came within 
gun fire range and dropped their 
torpedoes. They were shot down 
by our antiaircraft batteries. One. 
Two. Three, All exploded and 
burned. 

“Swell,-as long as they come in 
during daylight,” said the gunnery 
officer, Lt. Comdr. F. R. Putnam. 

We looked at the east toward 
Pearl Harbor. There was a cloud 
formation but not enough for pro- 
tection, 

The half moon seemed bright 
even before sunset. 

As the sun was sinking our 
“squawkbox” sounded, “Jap snoop- 
er is closing.” 

“That snooper will be only one 
of many covering our retirement 
from the area,” said Donald White, 
our torpedo plane skipper. 

One cruiser opened fire with two 
destroyers joining. 

“It’s a Mitsubishi,” announced 
the fire control aft. This is a 
heavy bomber which Japan has 
had in production about a year. 
It has two engines and can carry 


two one-ton torpedoes. 

That morning our fighter skip- 
per, Lt. Comdr. Phil Torrey,’ 
clocked one at over 300 miles per 
hour,

“Just look at them tak- 
ing more than two hours to get a ~ 
fix on us, then circling us and 
keeping maneuvering. Now watch 
them close in for the kill.” 

And so they did. 

Ships began firing first to our 
port beam, to our starboard, aft 
and dead ahead. They fired al- 
most simultaneously and then the 
Japanese seemed to withdraw. 

Time for the dropped torpedoes 
to make their runs passed. No- 
thing happened. 

‘Tojo, the Lamplighter.’ 

Soon the Japanese organizer 
who had been nicknamed “Tojo, 
the Lamplighter,” dropped some 
flares as he circled us. 

He was outlining our formation

“Damned clever those Japa-

For another three hours, until 
midnight, the planes made their 
runs at us and retired while Tojo 
kept lighting up the street lights.

Jobs, Not Doles 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial, “In Justice to War 
Veterans,” points out a vital defect in 
postwar planning so far outlined for vet- 
erans. Your suggestion that responsi- 
bility be centralized in one instead of 
mumerous governmental agencies de- 
serves the limit of popular pressure. 

The bill in Congress, providing for 
lump-sum mustering-out pay and a lib- 
eral period of unemployment compensa- 
tion, is none too generous. The latter 
proposal and the bill to extend credits 
on old-age and survivors’ insurance are 
predicated upon passage of the Wagner 
social security bill—the levying of 7 or 
12 per cent on payrolls and incomes. 

There is no unwillingness to reward 
our veterans for their supreme sacrifice. 
The question is the coin. Unemployment 
insurance is a poor substitute for jus- 
tice, much less a suitable consideration. 

The feturning soldier is entitled to a 
respectable job. He is entitled to a 
chance to resume his place among men 
and become a substantial and vital part 
of society. There are hundreds of badly 
needed, wealth-creating, self-liquidating 
enterprises that would supply such em- 
ployment. Planning should determine 
the exact extent to which private indus- 
try can supply employment and then 
make provision for public-sponsored 
work for veterans and idle war workers. 

The social insurance plan benefits al- 
most wholly those who are least in need 
or deserving of public assistance. 

The obligation of social security is to 
eare for those who cannot care for them- 
selves. No others, regardless of age, 
have a legitimate claim to public bounty 
beyond the opportunity to earn a re 
spectable livelihood. That’s a load for 
any camel's back,

Mr. Byrnes’ Warning 
Despite the millions of words that have been 
written and spoken concerning the deadly dangers 
of an inflationary spiral, War Mobilization Direc- 
tor James F, Byrnes; in a major address on the 
subject Tuesday night, is forced to conclude that 


the prospect of a stable, peaceful and pros- 
perous America is far from bright simply 
because the American people apparently do 
not realize the supreme importance of hold- 
ing the line against inflation. 


Mr. Byrnes tells what he thinks must be done 
if prices and wages are not to rise fantastically, 
with consequent impairment of our economic 
structure and tragic consequences to most of us. 
He insists that Government subsidies, now under 
attack in Congress, must be maintained to pre- 
vent a food price rise. He demands that pres- 
sure groups stop trying to jam through wage 
increases violating the hold-the-line policy of 
the War Labor Board, ‘These people, says Mr. 
Byrnes, are putting a pistol to the head of the 
Government, and the Government must say, “Lay 
that pistol down.” Mr, Byrnes also makes it 
clear that greater savings, to be invested in war 
bonds, and greater taxes are needed, : 

The picture he gave was not all black. He 
was able to announce to our €ffiemies that our 
“150,000th airplane came off the assembly line 
today.” In fact, war production has zoomed to 
such high levels that it has been possible to 
cut “the staggering amount of 16 billions of 
dollars” from military and naval authorizations, 
But lest this should tempt anyone to relax, Mr. 
Byrnes warned that “the most critical and the 
bloodiest battles of the war are ahead, and this 


is not the time for us to take our eye off the’ 


target.” The kind of folly against which he 
warned is exactly the kind that loses wars. 

To his former colleagues in Congress, the War 
Mobilization Director had some sharp things to 
say. Though not mentioning directly the House- 
approved Dill to raise only slightly more than 
two billion dollars in additional taxes, instead 
of the 10 billions asked by the Treasury, Byrnes 
said we have failed to adopt a tax program ade- 
quate for our war needs, And he criticised inter- 
ference of Congress in the railroad wage dispute, 
which might easily lead to demands on Congress 
from many other special groups. 

Mr. Byrnes is no gloomy Jeremiah, no cawing 
Cassandra. He is telling the people some plain 
truths which they had better heed before it is 
too late. The wage-earner who wants to “get 
his,” the farmer who clamors for higher prices, 
the taxpayer who complains against higher taxes, 
these people are seeking temporary advantages 
which, if granted all around, will rise to plague 
them later. 

Inflation would bring misery to the people. 
Let’s hold the line against it! 
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Why Not Let It Stay Dead? 


The bill ordering Government payments for 
advertising in newspapers, ostensibly to promote 
war-bond sales, has been tabled, and thus in ef- 
fect killed, by the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. But already there is talk that new bills 
for the same purpose will be introduced. 

Who favored this plan, anyway? Not the Treas- 
ury Department, whose business it is to sell war 
bonds. Not Elmer Davis, or the majority of news- 
papers, or Government advisers on advertising. 
The plan was approved chiefly by politicians who 
hoped to gain press support, and by some pub- 
lishers who wanted Government money. 

In view of thig line-up, and of the further fact 
that this subsidy scheme threatened to under- 
mine the freedom of America’s press, why should 
a new bill be introduced? This one had its day 
and has been killed. Why not let it stay dead?

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Up to the Governor 


In its blistering report last week on the gen- 
eral incompetence of Mdwin E. Huffnian ag pres- 
ident of the St. Louis Board of Police Commis- 
sioners, the grand jury checked squarely up 
to Gov. Donnell the question of whether his ap- 
pointee shall continue to head this important 
agency of law enforcement. If Huffman continues 
in his present position and maintaing his past 
policies of inaction, the grand jury report said, 
“gambling in St. Louis will never be properly and 
completely under control.” 

Gov. Donnell had previously insisted that St, 
Louis could handle its gambling problem without 
any action on his part. After the grand jury 
delivered its denunciation of Huffman, however, 
there were two indications that the Governor 
was considering the exercise of his lawful right 
to step in. These actions were: (1) Mr. Donnell 
sent for a copy of the grand jury report; (2) 
he called the Police Board and the Circuit Attor- 
ney for a conference, now set for tomorrow night, 
at Jefferson City. 

Thus the Governor will hear both sides of the 
case. The grand jury report is a stinging bill 
of indictment. Police.Commissioners Shifrin and 
Muldoon steadily opposed Huffman’s course in the 
gambling-machine episode, and doubtless will tell 
the Governor their reasons for opposing it. Cir- 
cuk Attorney Hennings, in attempting to round 
up the gambling promoters and their machines, 
found himself seriously handicapped by Huff- 
man’s tactics, so will undoubtedly have some in- 
teresting data to lay before Mr. Donnell. 

The only conceivable defender of Huffman’s 


course will be Huffman himself, and his explana- | 


tion will be the legalistic, hair-splitting line of 
reasoning which caused him to refuse to sign 
the warrants that would have led to a thorough 
cleanup of gambling. 

Gov. Donnell has great respect for the letter 
of the law, and it is possible that Huffman’s de- 
fense will impress him. On‘the other hand, how- 


ever, there is the report of the grand jury, an of-. 


ficial State investigating body, which is also 
based upon the letter of the law. There will be, in 
addition, the evidence of the Circuit Attorney, 
whose sworn duty it is to enforce the law, and 
whose opinion on the gambling matter is exact- 
ly contrary to that of Huffman, ; 

When Gov. Donnell sits down to weigh this 
evidence, he can either make a decision, or he 
can order an investigation of his own, as the 
grand jury invited him to do, In any case, over 
and above all the legalistic arguments he will 
encounter, there is the principle upon which Gov, 
Park acted in 1936 when he ousted the four mem- 
bers of the Waechter Election Board—the prin- 
ciple described in Mr. Park’s phrase, “for the 
betterment of the public service.” 
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Toward a War Memorial 


There is wholehearted approval in St. Louis 
fog the plan to construct a memorial to the city's 
war dead. There is also a widespread realiza- 
tion that careful planning must go into the 
project in order to make it accord with the stand- 
ards of art and the canons of good taste, 

The proposal to hold.an open competition for 
the design, and the offer of co-operation by the 
local chapter of the American Institute of Archi- 
tects, are therefore to be welcomed. These are 
indications that the problem is being carefully 
approached, and that the city will pay its tribute 
to the war heroes in a form that will be a matter 
of civic pride. 
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Two Setbacks for Sartorius 


It is not often that the State Supreme Court 
knocks out two decisions by the same Judge in 
one day, but that is just what the Missouri high 
court has done with respect to Circuit ‘Judge 
Sartorius of St. Louis. In addition to reversing 
his weird ruling on what constitutes a felony, 


which upheld the attempt of Gully Owen to qual-' 


ify as a voter, the court also ruled against Sarto- 
rius for his high-handed action in a case involving 
a suspended lawyer’s reinstatement to practice. 

In the latter case, it was shown, Sartorius or- 
dered the reinstatement of Alvin F. Hackman 
without hearing testimony and without notifying 
the Eighth Judicial Circujt Bar Committee, which 
had prosecuted the case, Judge Sartorius “ex- 
ceeded his authority,” the court held, in taking 
these steps, and especially in overruling the bar 
group’s application for a hearing. 

These two acts of error and of usurped author- 
ity by Sartorius are only the latest in a long 
record of questionable tactics on the bench. Their 
full consequences will catch up with him in time, 
for surely the voters will not forget this Judge's 
record when he comes up for re-election in No- 
vember, 1946, Under the provisions of the non- 
partisan court plan, Sartorius will not run under 
a party label, but solely on his record. As has 
been proved in Kansas City, the voters can and 
will turn out an unfit Judge under this plan. 

Meanwhile, the Supreme Court has shown that 
it is on the alert to protect the public from Sar- 
torius’ unjudicial decisions.

Hirohito must be punished as one of the war's arch-criminals, says 
publication; urges overthrow of dynasty to preserve world peace; 
cult of Emperor worship is held responsible for aggressions and 
oppression; neighbor ready to co-operate with a Japanese Republic.

When the arch-criminals of World War II 
are rounded up and made to answer for 
their crimes against humanity, Hirohito’s 
name no doubt will head the list. 


The millions of men, women and children 
in devastated China, the tortured Philip- 
pines and the plundered East Indies will 
not be satisfied merely with the punish- 
ment of a few of the Mikado’s underlings 
to expiate the crimes committed at his ex- 
plicit order and with his ful] knowledge. 


They will ‘demand the death of the Mi- 
kado, who has caused the death of so many 
of their fathers, mothers, wives and chil- 
dren. They will clamor for the confisca- 
tion of the Mikado’s vast properties in par- 
tial compensation for the homes he has 
burned, the villages he has sacked, the cit- 
jes he has destroyed. Above all, they will 
insist on the removal of the absurdly out- 
moded system of Mikadoism which has been 
at the bottom of the whole Japanese scheme 
of world conquest by armed aggression. 


For the assurance.of world peace and the 
safety of mankind after these terrible years 
of suffering and sacrifice, one of the first 
conditions is clear: The Mikado must go! 


Fiction of Divine Descent 


While other nations in times past have 
made much over the divine right of their 
rulers, and Chinese Emperors used to speak 
of holding the decree of heaven, no nation 
in modern times has deliberately maine 
tained the fiction of divine descent in the 
person of its ruler. The myths and legends 
of this type may make interesting fairy 
tales to tell of a winter’s evening, but when 
they are taught as serious history in a na- 
tion’s schoolrooms, they constitute a dan- 
gerous seed of international wars. A people 
accustomed to follow blindly the orders of 
a half-god monarch is not prepared to take 
part freely in the affairs of a peaceful world, 


The development of modern Shintoism in 
Japan is an outstanding example of the 
exploitation of a people’s religion to fur- 
ther the interests of governmental policy. 


The Japanese Government requires all the 
Mikado’s ‘subjects, from the Prime Minister 
down to the smallest school child, to wor- 
ship at the national and local shrines. 
These shrines house the spirits of the im- 
perial ancestors, national heroes and war- 
riors who have died for their country, as 
well as the numerous gods of thunder, light- 
ning, rain and fertility, and even the deified 
fox-spirit and spirits of trees and mountains. 


Japs: Bow to His Picture 


The culmination of this state-sponsored 
pantheistic religion is the worship of the 
Mikado, during his lifetime as well as after 
his death, School children are required to 
bow to a picture of the Mikado each day 
at school, and everyone passing the Mi- 
kado’s palace must lower his head in rev- 
erence and worship. Since the Mikado is 
Commander-in-Chief of all the armed forces, 
every soldier who dies in the war is deified 
at the national shrine, and thus joins the 
legion of gods in the Shinto pantheon. 


Thus, the people of Japan will never be 
rid of the shackles of Shintoism, or able 
to enjoy real freedom of religion, until the 
whole Mikado system is abolished, and all 
forms of political coercion removed from 
the religious worship of the people. Inci- 
dentally, it would make it harder for the 
Japanese militarists to start another war 


if the soldiers cannot expect to become gods 
by the act of dying in battle, 


The evils of the Mikado system cannot 
be undone merely by removing Hirohito 
and putting another on the throne, The 
system itself must be abolished, in order 
that the Japanese people may have a 
chance to order their own lives and man- 
age their own country’s affairs. However, 
the first step toward this house-cleaning 
will be to bring Hirohito to trial for his 
part in the crimes committed by his hire- 
lings in this war. 


Knew of All War Plans 


Hirohito has not only known of the plans 
of his military underlings, but has undoubt- 
edly given explicit approval to their actions, 
from the invasion of Manchuria to the 
attack at Pearl Harbor and ever since. 


Three months before the attack at Pearl 
Harbor, Hirohito received his Privy Coun- 
cil, heard lengthy reports from the mili- 
tary and suddenly assumed direct command 
of the Army in setting up a new defense 
headquarters for the Japanese homeland. 
Since there was at that time no threat from 
any source of an invasion of Japan, the 
inference is all too elear that the whole 
Japanese strategy had been settled and per- 
sonally approved by Hirohito during those 
conferences in September, 1941. 


When American airmen under Gen. Doo- 
little’s command raided Tokyo in April, 
1942, they carefully avoided bombing the 
Mikado’s palace, confining themselves to 
military objectives. Unfortunately, some of 
these airmen later fell into the hands of 
the Mikado’s troops. Some of them were 
executed in the name of the same Mikado 
whose life they had so painstakingly pro- 
tected. It might be advisable for the Allied 
command to bear in mind the possible dis- 
illusioning effect upon the Japanese people 
of a direct hit upon the palace of their 
divine Emperor. 


Emperor Has Vast Wealth 


Hirohito is probably one of the wealthiest 
men in the world. His vast holdings in the 
numerous economic interests of his empire 
could furnish considerable compensation for 
the immense losses he has inflicted on the 
peoples overrun by his hordes. 


The attitude of many Chinese people to- 
ward this question of the Mikado after the 
war is well expressed by Dr. Sun Fo, presi- 
dent of the Legislative Yuan, in an article 
in the New York Times of Oct. 10, 1943. 

“The Japanese Empire must be over- 
thrown,” says Dr. Sun, “and a Japanese Re- 
public set up in its place. It is only by 
this means that real democracy can be in- 
troduced and instituted in Japan and the 
peace of the world safeguarded, 

“Of a democratic-republican Japan we 
need have no fear. On the contrary, we 
shall be ready and willing to re-establish 
normal relations with a new Japan, revolu- 
tionized after her defeat, whose Govern- 
ment will be democratically constituted and 
responsible to the Japanese people as a 
whole. Such a new Japan must and will 
take her rightful place among the world 
community of peaceful nations.”

Hitler, who is certainly a master 
of propaganda, declared in “Mein 
Kampf” that he learned almost 
everything he knows from a study 
of American publicity in the last 
war. He did learn from us, and he, 
not we, has used the lesson.

In the last war, America was 
relatively a minor power. We rep- 
resented but the decisive margin. 
At the critical moment we fur- 
nished a large army, but we did 
not even equip that army. We 
were, to a large measure, equipped 
by our allies. 

What we did furnish were ideas 
-—the ideas which won the war. 
Woodrow Wilson, without con- 
sulting anyone, put out the Four- 
teen Points and fought on those 
points, imbuing the spirit at home 
with idealism and enthusiasm, and 
breaking down the enemy with the 
sheer force of ideas. 

Behind those ideas was put a 
technique of timing, through su- 
perbly organized propaganda. 

That was at a time when the 
instruments of propaganda were 
infinitely less developed than they 
are today. There was no radio, 
capable of carrying ideas into the 
heart of the enemy. 

Apparently the fate of Wilson 
was so frightening that we are 
afraid to have any more ideas. So 
the fantastic instruments at our 
disposal are all backfiring. 

Never has there been a war for 
@ great cause conducted with such 
abominable public relations as this 
one. We have an immense Office 
of War Information. It employs 
thousands of people. It fills the 
air 24 hours a day with words. 
But when the moment comes that 
a deed can of itself be the most 
powerful propaganda, it is helpless 
because it is made helpless.

News Mishandled. 
OTHING could have 
worse handled than the Te- 
heran conference. The fact of 
the meeting was known for a fort- 
night to every newspaper man 
here and abroad. For days it was 
built up. An enormous tension 
was created in anticipation of 
some decisive statement. The 
statement itself was postponed. It 
was expected on Saturday and 
then postponed to Monday. Mean- 
while, the sheer fact that the 
conference had been concluded 
Was anpounced bv the Rus- 
Sian Tass agency. hat gave rise 
to speculations about why the Rus- 
sians should have broken the story 
‘in advance of everyone else. The 
conference itself was obscured for 
a couple of days by recriminations 
between the heads of the three 
great allied information services.

The three agreed to 
go On agreeing. But what they 
agreed to no one knows. We know 
exactly as much as we knew after 
Cairo, which, like Casablanca and 
Quebec, also produced an anti- 
climax.

I think we are 
going to have to raise much larger 
sums by taxation, and there must 
be some way to work it out on a 
common sense basis for the subsidy 
program so we can prevent run- 
away inflation.

Asks That ‘Love and True 
Peace Once More Fill the 
Hearts of Men.’ 


LONDON, Dec. 9 (AP).—Pope 
Pius XII, in a prayer for peace 
yesterday in celebration of the 
Feast of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion of the Blessed Virgin, asked 
for a “peace for our souls, . . » 
peace that we might lay down 


arms.” 

The text of the prayer as broad- 
cast by the Vatican radio and re- 
corded by the British Ministry of 
Information follows: 

“In this tragic hour of human 
history our hearts turn to . the 
Immaculate Virgin. 

“The many material and moral 
ruins move me.

“Give us peace for our souls, 
give us peace that we might lay 
down arms, 

“We pray to You to stop the 
flood of hate and neopaganism that 
is sweeping the world and that 
love and true peace might once 
more fill the hearts of men.”

spending any “surplus” funds 
without direct authorization of 
Congress, 

After rejecting a proposal that 
the War Department be permitted 
to retain 10 per cent of unexpend- 
ed appropriations as an emergency 
reserve, the Senate adopted an 
amendment by Senator McKellar 
(Dem.), Tennessee, requiring all 
such balances to be returned to 
the Tréasury. The amendment 
abolished the present procedure 
under which surpluses are retained 


2|88 a reserve by the Budget Bureau. 


Ba for approximately $140,- 
000,000 more than was approved 
by the House, the bill gives the 
Farm Security Administration $44,- 
000,000, which the House had re- 
fused, and retains a controversial

NEW YORK, Dec. 9 (AP).—The 1943 world series is going on tour 
after all, but it’s only a shadow of its former self; a flicker ghost 
come back to haunt the St. Louis Cardinals.

The 
fact is that a great many of the 
runs were directly or indirectly 
traceable to errors, and these nat- 
urally had to be shown. Looking 
at them calmly on a screen some 
of the muffed chances seem ab- 
surdly| simple, and as a matter of 
fact some of them were. But those 
are the breaks of a tight game 
when the chips are down and 
nerves are overdrawn fiddle 
strings. 

All in all, the picture is a fine, 
carefully edited production that

meeting. 

Having failed in five sessions of 
the Legislature to obtain a local 
option law, the Anti-Saloon League 
prepared the constitutional pro- 
posal to place the power in é¢ach 
county and the City of St. Louis 
to prohibit the sale of alcoholic 
beverages within their limits and 
to require the Legislature to set 
up the machinery for holding elec- 
tions. 


Brewery Opposition. 


Anthony A. Buford, representing 
Anheuser-Busch and lobbyist for 
the brewery interests, and Walker 
Pierce, director of the Missouri 
Brewers’ Association, an organiza- 
tion set up by the breweries to 
police the business, led the speak- 
ers in opposition to the proposal.

Sweet Potatoes, Cherries, and 
Prune Products to Be 
Higher Tuesday. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (AP). — 
Price increases allowed packers of 
this year’s crop of certain fruits 
and vegetables will be passed on to 
the consumer, the Office of Price 
Administration said today in an 


tions. ° 
Effective Tuesday, maximum 

prices will be higher for canned 

sweet potatoes, brined cherries, 


rooms, processed dried prunes and 
prune products. 

At the same time, OPA exempted 
home canners from price controls 
if they sell fewer than 1500 quarts 
a year. 

Increased maximum prices were 
granted commercial processors to 
meet higher raw material costs, 
OPA said. 

Examples on Increases. 

For the retail consumer, canned 
sweet potatoes will advance ap- 
proximately 2 cents for a No. 2 
can. Canned mushrooms will cost 
16 cents more for a four-ounce 
can. Maraschino cherries will rise 
4 cents on an eight-ounce jar. 

Prunes are a subsidized crop, 

but OPA explained that approved 
wage increases in processors’ 
plants will bring an increase, for 
example, of approximately one- 
fifth on a 32-ounce bottle of prune 
juice, 
For the first time processors’ 
maximum prices are established 
for No, 2 cans of turnip and mus- 
tard greens, with the top price for 
a dozen No. 2, grade A (or fancy) 
cans set at 95 cents. 

The comparably rare items of 
fancy whole tomatoes and center 
cuts of asparagus are granted in- 
creases which will mean approxi- 
mately a ‘one-cent additional cost 
at retail on No. 2 cans. 

Wholesale and retail prices of 
Passover matzoth, used in Jewish 
ritual ceremonies, were fixed at 
levels which represent reductions 
under prevailing prices. Retail 
prices range from 21 cents a 
pound for Passover matzoth pro- 
ducts, in packages of more than 
16 ounces, excepting egg and 
,wholewheat matzoth, to 86 cents 
a pound for schmura matzoth. 

Bar Lifted on Food Gifts. 


tion against the giving of rationed 
foods in Christmas baskets with- 
out collecting ration stamps. 
Stamps must be surrendered by 
the donors, however, in purchasing 
the food for the baskets. 

The OPA, in lifting the restriction 
also granted permission for the giv- 
ing of rationed shoes under the 
same provisions. 

The agency said it had taken 
the action when it became appar- 
ent that rationing regulations 
would preclude the donation of 
Christmas baskets and gifts to 
needy persons by charitable organ- 
izations and individual] benefactors, 

OPA also eased its shoe import 
regulations, so that consumers can 
get shoes made outside this coun- 
try ration-free, either as gifts from 
civilians or soldiers abroad or as 
personal imports. The collector of 
customs will release such shoes ra- 
tion-free although not more than 
two pairs may be released to the 
same person in the same transac- 
tion. . 

Industrial users of rationed food 
supplies must reregister between 
Dec, 15 and Jan. 5 with their local 
ration boards. Reregistration will 
involve no changes in amounts of 
food permitted, but new forms will 
cut down necessary bookkeeping.

3 cups milk, one-half cup rice, 
washed and drained, three-fourths 
tablespoon salt, one-half cup 
sugar, 1 teaspoon grated lemon 
rind, 3 tablespoons lemon juice, 
two eggs, separated, pinch salt for 
meringue, one-fourth cup sugar 
for meringue, cinnamon. 

Combine milk,. rice, salt, and 
sugar in the top of a double boiler, 
cover and cook over boiling water 
for about 40 minutes, or until rice 
is tender, Stir occasionally during 
the first part of the cooking. Add 
lemon rind and juice, ‘Beat the 
egg whites until stiff, add salt and 
gradually add one-fourth cup sugar 
and continue to beat until the mix- 
ture is very stiff. Beat the yolks 
slightly and pour the hot rice over 
them, Mix and return to top of 
double boiler. Fold in one-fourth 
of the beaten white and spread 
the remainder over the custard. 
Sprinkle with cinnamon. Cover and 
cook over boiling water for five 
minutes, or until meringue is set.

To Return

ISEASES have a way of ap- 
D pearing and disappearing. I 
do not mean a new disease 

that is discovered. Nor do I mean 
fashions in names of diseases, such 
as neurasthenia. I mean old-fa- 
miliar diseases known long ago. 

For instance, scarlet fever. In 
1850 the death rate from scarlet 
fever was 10 per cent of all cases 
and in some epidemics it rose to 
50 per cent. It was almost as 
prevalent among children as 
measles is today. But now scarlet 
fever is a very rare disease. And, 
furthermore, it is so mild as 
hardly to require treatment. 

Another example is influenza. 
We had an epidemic of influenza 
in 1918-1922 that for virulence had 
not been equalled since 1889. 
Since then every time anyone has 
a bad cold it is called influenza, but 
I have never seen a real case of in- 
fluenza since 1922, 

x « * 


THEY CLAIM TO have found the 
virus of influenza, but I doubt if 
any of the young bacteriologists 
who claim to have found the cause 
ever saw a real case of influenza. 
I mean real bull influenza, And 
I doubt if the cause of that has 
been found, It may appear again 
in another 30 years after the last 
epidemic—say 1950. But why, how 
or where does it go between epi- 
demics? 

Still another disease I am most 
interested in is gout. Back in the 
seventeenth century it must have 
been very prevalent. Two of the 
greatest physicians of the time 
suffered from it—William - Har- 
vey, the discoverer of the circula- 
tion of the blood, used to go up on 
the roof of his house and rest his 
bare feet on the leads to cool them, 
And Thomas Sydenham, a con- 
temporary, sat in the window of 
his house and stuck his bare feet 
out into the open for relief, waving 
genially to the laughing crowd 
and drinking a small stein of beer 
as he did so. 

Then it apparently disappeared. 

I knew a good number of bibu- 
lous gentlemen from 1890 to 1925 
and can: not recall a single one 
who had a gouty complaint. And I 
practiced medicine from 1907 to 
1930, and never made a diagnosis 
of gout in ye that time, 

* 


BUT YT SEEMS to be coming 
back. I have five boon companions 
who are afflicted with it, and the 
reports and discussions in medical 
literature indicate that it is now 
once again prevalent. Dr. Hench, 
of the Mayo Clinic, states that 5 
per cent of all cases of chronic 
arthritis coming to the clinic for 
diagnosis are gout. 

One may suspect he has gout 
when: 

1. He is a middle-aged man who 
has attacks of pain and swelling 
in the big toe or elbow -joints 
which come on suddenly, and go 
away completely in a few days, 
Women are almost immune. 

2. Anyone who has an attack of 
“arthritis” a few days after a sur- 
gical operation, especially in the 
big toe. 

Treatment is probably best by 
a drug known as colchicine, but 
this does not agree with everyone. 
Rest, a hot-water bag, or electric 
pad and philosophy are good 
standbys. A good way to treat it 
is with contempt.

HILDREN who are afflicted 
are likely to show unhappy be- 
havior traits. A child who is 


hard of hearing is likely to be ir- 


ritable. The child whose speech is 
defective—he stutters, or he can- 
not talk at all, is going to have 
fits of bad temper. Ailing children 


are often unruly and difficult to. 


live with. This is because the child 
has the impulses.and desires of 
the healthy child and finds him- 
self cut-off from: exercising them. 
He is fighting his handicap, not 
the kindly person who is trying 
to help him. He does not want 
to hurt his friends, but he does 


want to be as other children are, 
even if he has to fight to get there. 


Anyone dealing with afflicted 
children should have the patient, 
disciplined, devoted soul of the con- 
secrated teacher, He should feel 
the child’s need and provide for it 
before the child fails in his effort 
and fights his failure. He should 
not be allowed to feel failure. 
That calls for much wisdom and 
great devotion on the part of the 
teacher and parent, ) 


It is best not to pity such a child 
but let him feel that he is accepted 
just as he is, His affliction is to 


be taken as a matter of course. It 
is, and must be taken for what 
it is worth in inconvenience and 
in accommodation. Every grief 
brings its own compensation as 
the afflicted one discovers in time. 


Treat all such children as you 
would treat any healthy child, as 
far as conditions allow. Let the 
sightless child spend some part of 
his day with the seeing children; 
let the hard-of-hearing child work 
with the others for the best part 
of his day; let the lame one go 
along with the others and make 
no remarks that suggest he can- 
not do so. Don’t try to hide an 
afflicted child. Don’t try to keep 
him shut in the house in fear of 
some cruel remarks, 


Begin early to train this sort of 
child for some useful work. Work 
that he can do well is what is 
going to lift the weight of afflic- 
tion from him. Find his place and 
train him for it and you give him 
the greatest help this world af- 
fords. These children can learn 
to work and they work more ef- 
fectively and to better purpose 
than many of their perfectly fit 
friends. Teach, train and push 
them right along. They’l] be hap- 
pier that way.

West could then re- 
gain the lead with a spade and 
rattle off enough clubs to make the 
opponents sick of the whole thing. 


What actually would have hap- 
pened, however, if West had 
knocked out the club ace, would 
have been far less pleasant for the 
defenders. Indeed, declarer was 
fervently hoping for just that play, 
so that he could discard his hor- 
rible ace of diamonds! That block- 
ing card out of the way, everything 
would be absurdly simple. 


This particular West, however, 
did not lead a third club. He 
thought matters over carefully and 
concluded that the chance of East's 
holding the diamond ace was vir- 
tually nil. After all, South had gone 
to three no trump without the sem- 
blance of a club stopper, and with- 
out great strength in spades. Was 
it conceivable that he had done all 
that bidding without the diamond 
ace? West decided that it was not 
conceivable, hence he defiantly 
shifted to a diamond—and that was 
declarer's finish!
